Annual  Reports  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  Year  1959 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1959* 
Population 

The  Registrar  General' s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population  was 
4530,  which  represents  a  decrease  of  10  from  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Live  Births  and  Rate 

The  number  of  live  births  was  69  (39  M,  30  F)  ,  which  was  a  decrease  of 
two  from  that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  crude  birth  rate  was  correspondingly 
15*11;  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  G-eneral' s  Comparability  Factor  which 
is  computed  from  a  population  standardised  for  age  and  sex  distribution,  the 
ad justed .rate  was  17*38  and  was  higher  than  that  of  1b*5  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 

There  were  two  sillbirths  and  the  rate  was  accordingly  28.17,  in 
comparison  ?/ith  that  of  20.7  for  England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 


One  infant  death  was  registered  due  to  the  most  common  cause  of  infant 
deaths,  i.e.  Prematurity.  (17  hours).  The  infantile  mortality  rate  was 
accordingly  14*49  and  being  lower  than  that  of  22.0  for  England  and  Wales, 
compensates  for  the  higher  stillbirths  rate,  having  regard  to  the  fact  that 
these  peri-natal  deaths  have  similar  root  causes.  (it  should,  however,  be 
kept  in  mind  that  the  figures  governing  these  rates  are  too  small  for  valid 
statistical  comparisons)  . 


Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality 


This  rate  was  nil  as  there  were  no  deaths  due  to  Pregnancy,  Childbirth 
or  Abortion. 


Total  Deaths  and  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  52  (24  M,  28  f)  and  the 
crude  death-rate  was  accordingly  11. 48;  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar 
General's  Comparability  Factor,  as  for  births,  the  rate  is  reduced  to  10.5 
and  was  slightly  lower  than  that  of  11.6  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  chief  group  cause  of  death,  as  expected,  was  Heart  and  Circulatory- 
Diseases  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the  Nervous  System;  of  these  there  were 
23  deaths  which  constitute  the  natural  causes  of  death  amongst  the  aged,  with 
exception  of  Coronary  Thrombosis  which  claims  many  victims  in  middle-age 
when  their  responsibilities  are  at  their  highest;  there  were  9  deaths  from 
Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the  Heart,  the  ages  at  death  having 
ranged  from  31  to  82  years,  and  predominating  in  males  in  the  ratio  of 
approximately  4  to  1 .  It  is  postulated  that,  as  with  Lung  Cancer, 
excessive  smoking  may  be  a  contributory  cause. 

Also  as  in  previous  years,  Cancer  was  the  second  highest  cause  of 
deaths  of  which  there  were  11.  The  ba,sic  reason  for  this  is  late  diagnosis, 
probably  due  to  the  combination  of  the  insidious  nature  of  the  disease  and  of 
procrastination  by  patients,  especially  those  in  the  older  age-groups,  in 
seeking  medical  advice. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung  caused  two  deaths,  each  being  male,  the  ages  at  death 
having  been  55  and  64  years.  The  postulation  th  »t  the  inh-  lotion  of  tobacco 
•amoke,  port ioul  rly  in  excess,  over  ■  number  of  years  is  a  contributory  or 

a  prim  ry  cause  of 


Lung  Cancer  has  weighty  national  statistical  evidence  to  support  its  many 
advocates. 

The  other  causes  of  death  were  heterogeneous  and  there  was  no  unusual 
incidence. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  the  endemic  Infectious  Diseases. 

Infectious  Diseases 

Throughout  the  year,  the  District  was  almost  free  from  Infectious 
Diseases  apart  from  a  few  cases  of  measles  and  Scarlet  Fever.  No  serious 
endemic  infectious  diseases  were  notified. 

Measles 

Only  sixteen  cases  were  notified.  Outbreaks  occur  usually  every 
second  year  when  a  sufficient  number  of  susceptible  children  has  aggregated. 
Measles  is  .primarily  a  disease  of  schoolchildren  who  take  back  the  infection 
to  their  pre-school  brothers  and  sisters.  Infants  should  be  shielded  from 
infection  as  long  as  possible  as  its  chief  complication,  namely,  Broncho-pneumon 
may  rapidly  superpose.  Other  serious  but  rare  complications  are  Otitis  Media 
and  Acute  Encephalitis. 

Gamma  globulin  is  available  to  provide  passive  immunity,  from  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Preston  Hall  and  has  been  occasionally  used  to  protect 
an  exposed  susceptible  child  who  was  suffering  from  some  other  serious  illness. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Nine  cases  were  notified  and  were  associated  with  an  outbreak  which 
occurred  in  a  primary  school  in  New  Romney  Borough.  All  the  staff  and 
children  of  this  School  were  swabbed  and  all  those  found  to  be  nasal  carriers 
were  treated  at  home  by  their  family  Doctors.  These  measures  were  successful 
in  terminating  the  outbreak. 

In  its  present  phs.se  Scarlet  Fever  is  a  comparatively  mild  disease  and 
and  the  majority  of  cases  are  treated  at  home.  Occasionally  more  virulent 
strains  are  met,  such  as  Type  12  which  is  capable  of  causing  Acute  Nephritis, 
but  the  serious  complications  of  former  years  are  seldom  seen  today. 

Tuberculosis 

Three  new  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified  in  the  older 
agegroups  ( see,  table) .  No  new  cases  occurred  in  the  adolescent  age-group, 
which  prior  to  1950  contained  the  highest  national  notification  rate.  The 
level  of  immunity  or  resistance  in  this  age-group  has  been  increased  by 
improved  nutritional  and  environmental  standards,  and  by  the  increasing 
number  of  B. C.G.  vaccinations  being  given  to  school-leavers.  Also  open 
sources  of  infection  are  being  rapidly  reduced. 

No  new  cases  of  Non-Re spiral ory  Tuberculosis,  which  includes  both  the 
human  and  bovine  types,  were  notified.  The  fact  that  only  Designated  Milks 
may  be  sold  in  the  District  should  reduce  the  number  of  Bovine  cases  to 
minimal  proportions. 

Although  there  were  t wo  deaths,  modern  treatment  is  highly  successful 
providing  the  disease  has  not.  become  too  advanced,  and  the  number  of  open 
cases  is  being  increasingly  ascertained  and  reduced  with  the  aid  of  the 
Mass  Radiography  Service  and  other  improved  Hospital  Services. 

To  epitomize,  the  Public  Health  of  the  District  may  be  regarded  as 
having  been  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 
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In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  interest  and  support  in 
the  v/ork  of  the  Department  and  also  the  staff  for  their  efficient  co-operation.

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING- 

1,341  ( 1  ,44-0) cesspools  were  emptied,  comprising  2,407  (2,545)  vehicular 
loads.  (Figures  in  brackets  1958).  Two  free  emptyings  are  made  in  each 
half  year,  thereafter  a  charge  is  made  of  £1 .  per  emptying,  except  for 
trade  premises  which  have  no  free  service,  and  are  charged  at  £1.  per  load. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Equipment  -  one  Dennis  1 2  yard  Barrier  Loader.  Staff  -  1  Driver/Loader 
and  two  loaders  (one  seasonal  only).  Number  of  loads  collected  -  827  (.781  in 
1958).  A  weekly  collection  is  made  throughout  the  coastal  area,  and 
fortnightly  through  the  remainder  of  the  district,  except  certain  isolated 
areas  which  are  collected  monthly.  Trade  refuse  is  collected  at  the  rate  of 
6d.  per  bin. 


The  amount  of  refuse  collected  is  increasing  year  by  year,  and  the 
present  vehicle  and  staff  are  working  to  maximum  capacity.  The  fortnightly 
collection  is  not  adequate  and  in  my  opinion  should  be  increased  as  soon  as 
possible  to  weekly.  Vvith  the  existing  staff  and  vehicle  it  is  not  practicable 
to  implement  this,  with  further  growth  of  the  district  and  increasing  volume 
of  refuse  it  will  be  necessary  within  the  next  few  years  to  consider  the  use 
of  additional  staff  and  machines. 


The  crude  tipping  and  burning  at  the  two  tips  (Orgarswick  and 
Brookland)  on  open  land  is  not  satisfactory,  giving  rise  to  nuisance 
from  flies  and  smells.  The  advisability  of  securing  suitably  sited 
tips  and  the  adoption  of  controlled  tip  procedure  for  refuse,  and  the 
establishment  of  separate  sludge  drying  beds  for  cesspool  contents,  should 
be  considered  by  the  Council  with  a  view  ho  improving  the  present  arrangements.
